;its  to  read  and  think.  If  the  history 
this  remarkable  youth  did  not  abound 
th  lessons  of  exemplary  piety,  the 
L'uts  of  his  life  would  still  be  extreme- 
interesting,  and  the  wonders  of  Pm. 
Icnce  which  they  display,  would  be 
11  worth  the  contemplation  of  all  who 
?  capable  of  reading  and  reflecting  up- 
,  them.  Our  design  in  the  present 
tide  is  to  give  a  sketch  of  bis  youth- 
1  character  and  course,  without  enter- 
g  into  those  events  of  his  life,  and  those 
irts  of  his  conduct,  which  relate  to  his 
anho'id  and  old  age.  Jacob  had  a  large 
niily,  and  was,  no  doubt,  strongly  at- 
cho»i  U)  every  one  of  his  cliildren;  but 
c  felt  a  particular  partiality  for  Joseph 
id  shewed  by  every  action,  that  he  was 
)e  favourite.  Even  Benjamin,  his 
oungest  child,  and  greatly  beloved, 
oes  not  seem  to  have  been  favoured 
riih  so  much  ot  the  lather’s  fond  affec- 
ioii  as  Joseph.  He  appears,  Iroin  the 
arliest  period,  to  have  been  averse  to 
In,  and  to  have  been  anxious  to  reprove 
nd  repress  it  in  others  as  well  as  in 
liinself.  To  this,  and  not  to  any  cen- 
iorions  and  malignant  disposition,  vve 
r.usl  ascribe  his  conduct  in  laying  be- 
'ore  Ills  lather  the  misconduct  of  his 
brcdiren.  He  was  distinguished  in  his 
voulh  by  important  projihctic  dreams, 
dreams  that  were  proved  by  their  con- 
M  qucnccs  to  have  proceeded  from  God, 
a’.ivl  that  therefore  discovered  Joseph  to 
I'.avc  been  a  special  object  of  divine  as 
v.rii  as  human  favour.  These  dreams 
he  unreservedly  communicated  to  his 
brelurcn,  jnst  as  any  other  artless  and 
h inesl  child  would  be  glad  to  tell  to  his 
brothers  anv  remarkable  circumstances 
rclatiuz  to  himself,  or  to  them,  or  to  the 
w'.iole  family,  in  which  all  were  suppos- 
.1  to  be  deeply  interested.  But  his 
:  nductin  this  instance,  though  without 
■  ary  evil  design  on  his  part,  brought  up¬ 
on  him,  Urst  the  reproof  of  his  father, 

:  and  then  the  envy  and  hatred,  the  ma- 
‘  lice  and  cruelty  of  his  jealous  brethren, 
i  To  such  a  pitch  of  rage  did  their  unhap- 
j  py  feelings  raise  them,  that  when  be  was 
sent  to  them  by  his  father  on  an  errand 
I  of  kindness,  they  conspired  to  put  him 
!  to  death.  To  such  extreme  temporal 
I  danger  may  even  good  children  be  ex~ 

.  |X)sed,  and  that  froto  the  unjust  suspi- 
i  cions  and  unprovoked  hatred,  of  those 
I  who  ought  to  encourage  their  goodness, 

I  and  to  love  and  cherish  them  to  the  ut- 
'■  most.  “  A  child's  foes  may  be  those  of 
j  his  own  house.”  We  shall  proceed  no 
t  farther  in  the  history  than  to  remind 
I  our  young  readers,  that  Joseph  was  sold 
^  1  to  some  lshmaeliles,who  appear  to  have 
^  I  traded  in  human  beings  as  well  as  in 
1  other  things ;  and  was  thus  removed 
for  years  from  home,  and  was  seen  no 
more  by  his  cruel  brethren  and  unhappy 
father,  till,  with  overwhelming  astonish¬ 
ment,  they  beheld  him  governor  of  all 
the  land  of  Egypt,  then  tlie  most  flou¬ 
rishing  country  upon  the  face  of  the 
globe.  What  a  final  triumph  of  good¬ 
ness  over  the  base  and  malignant  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  w’icked,  and  what  impres¬ 
sive  lessons  for  the  study  of  Divine  Pro¬ 
vidence,  in  the  wisdom,  and  justice,  and 
I  mercy  of  its  dispensations,  does  this  an- 
!  cient  and  striking  history  afford  !

it  is  a  circumstance  rmicli  eiicourag- 
ing  to  ‘treater  exertions,  ami  more  zea¬ 
lous  effuts,  tiiat  a  consiaorable  number 
ofvt.mig  irien  inive  recemly  cniored,  or 
are  about  m  enter,  into  Holy  Order 
whom  we  may  well  believe,  ibe  Lord 
ha;  called  lo  this  ministry  ;  w  ho  appear 
to  be  sincerely  devoted  to  his  service. 
And  not  in  this  diocese  only,  but 


throazlioul  the  United  Slates,  there  is 
pleasing  evidence  tliat  our  clergy,  as  a 
bodv,  are  increasing  in  piety  and  holy 
-cal. 

Permit  me  then,  first,  to  recommend 
'j  everv  minister  td  Christ,  wlio  has  a 
narochial  charge,  to  ascertain  accurately 
who  are  properly  under  his  pastoral 
care;  and,  as  a  faii.bful  shcjdierd,  to 
watch  over  every  soul,  seeing  ihaicacii 
one  has  his  portion  of  meat  in  due  sea¬ 
son.  Tiioug!.  we  arc  ever  so  constant, 
and  orthodox,  and  faithful  in  our  public 
teaching,  our  work  is  but  half  done,  and 
the  beuer  half  remains.  We  must  watch 
over  ilicni  individually,  and  teach  them 
fern  house  to  house.  Th(‘  wise  phy¬ 
sician  does  not  think  it  sufficient  to  give 
genera!  rules  tor  restoring  and  preserv¬ 
ing  hcahii ;  he  visits  the  sick  individu- 
allv ;  he  learns  the  particular  case  of 
every  patient,  and  prescribes  such  re¬ 
medies  as  each  requires.  We  must  be 
pcstors  as  well  as  rectors.  The  minis¬ 
ter  of  Christ  must,  as  far  as  in  him  lies, 
make  himself  acquainted  with  the  reli- 
hous  state  of  every  ind'vidual  that  be¬ 
longs  to  his  parish,  and  do  all  that  he 
can  do  “  to  bring  all  such  as  are,  or  shall 
be  committed  to  his  charge,  unto  that 
agreement  in  the  failli  and  knowledge 
ot  God,  and  lo  that  ripeness  and  per- 
lectness  of  age  in  Christ,”  that  none 
shall  remain  in  viciousness  and  error 
This  reason  requires;  the  Scriptures 
clearly  leach  it;  and  it  is  solemnly  en- 
Ijoined  upon  us  at  the  time  of  our  ordi- 
[naiion.  And  were  weal),  my  brethren, 
more  faithful  in  this  one  point,  our 
Church  would  snine  with  renovated 
me.  They  who  are  Christians  in  name, 
would  be  better  Christians  in  heart  and 
[dile ;  and  numbers,  eager  lo  be  under  the 
care  of  such  faithful  shepherds,  would 
come  into  the  Church. 

In  order  to  cultivate  and  increase  so¬ 
cial  and  religious  intercourse  among  our 
I  clergy,  1  would  further  recommend,  as 
loiien  and  as  much  us  other  duties  will 
admit,  that  they  meet  and  associate  to- 
[geiher  as  friends  and  breiiiren  of  (he 
►Lord’s  household ;  that  they  carefully 
avoid  ail  jealousies  and  unfriendly  parly 
leelings;  if  misunderstandings  hapj)Cii, 
and  ilie'y  sometimes  will  happen,  that 
vviih  frankness  and  candour  they  he  im- 
niediuiriy  ()[)vialed  and  removed  ;  that 
we  may  ail  be  cemented  together,  in 
perieci  L  hristian  love.  .Shall  not  wc, 
whoarcjniiit  ambassadors  of  the  world’s 
Kcdecimr,  and  commissioned  of  the 

u  souls  of  men, 

‘  d\vu;l  tuicijjj.j.  unity  By  rc/i- 
inioicourse,  I  mean  thalwc  should 
together,  not  merely  to  enjoy 
1“'^  I'o  asiiies  ot  friendship  and*  liospitali- 
lo’l  .'-b'Cfly  lo  promote  the  know- 
r  ‘  iJirlsi,  and  practice  of  religion; 
uc  olicii  unite  in  lectures,  and  in 

f'yv  cr  f(;r  on -  selves  and  others  ;  and  for

ministry,  though  highly  valuable,  is  gi¬ 
ven  in  earthen  vessels;  we  are  but  weak 
instruments,  though  in  the  hands  of  God. 
Except  the  hand  of  Moses  be  supported, 
bis  weary  arm  will  sink,  and  the  enemy 
prevail.  The  difficulties  and  the  labours 
of  this  ministry  are  greater  and  more 
arduous  than  is  generally  believed  or 
thought  of.  St.  Paul  will  best  tell  you 
what  they  have  lo  perform,  and  what 
to  endure,  who  are  failld'ul  in  this  work; 
and  also,  what  honour  and  support  slioulil 
be  rendered  to  those  especially  who  rule 
well,  and  labour  fuiihfully  in  word  and 
doctrine. 

We  are  best  honoured,  ami  most  en¬ 
couraged,  wlicn  the  |)co|)lc  give  due  re¬ 
gard  to  all  our  ministrations;  when  they 
liear  the  word  of  init!i  iVom  onr  lips, 
and  let  it  sliitic  in  llu'ir  lives.  .As  Chris¬ 
tians  are  all  membi*isot  otie  hodv,  it  is 
essential  to  health  and  vi':;our,  that  every 
member  should  do  its  ciiicc.  T’licy  who 
are  appointed  wardens  and  vestrymen 
in  our  parishes,  have  it  in  their  power 
to  do  much  for  the  piomoiion  of  reli¬ 
gion.  T’he  delegates  to  our  convention:5 
have  an  important  t^u^l  committed  lo 
their  care,  which  they  should  faitlilully 
execute. 


nance;  but  it  gives  us  greater  pain  to| 
see  those  who  feast  on  bis  body  and 
blood,  by  their  vain  or  wicked  lives, 
“  crucify  him  afresh.” 

It  is  also  necessary  lo  the  increase  of 
true  religion,  to  make  it  an  object  of  se¬ 
rious  concern,  kept  ever  in  view,  'i.’his 
will  appear  in  our  making  it  often  the 
subject  of  private  conversation;  in  which 
I  tear  w’e  are  very  generally  and  culpa¬ 
bly  deficient.  Iteli^ioiis  conversation  Is 
a  think  rpiite  different  from  conversing 
about  religion.  We  may  talk  of  all  the 
externals  of  Chrisilanily,  and  the  visible 
performance  of  its  duties,  without  ma¬ 
nifesting  in  ourselves,  or  imparting  to 
others,  any  thing  of  its  spiritualiiy.  If, 
like  the  psalmist,  wc  sjL)ca/t  bac.avsc  wt; 
believe  ;  if  w’e  delight  lo  tell  what  the 
Lord  has  done  for  our  soul ;  if  our  con¬ 
versation  be  of  the  mei  eiuirof  (?od  ;  ol 
tile  character  and  love  of  Christ ;  ot  tlie 
work  of  Ills  redemption,  aiid  the  doc¬ 
trines  of  his  cross,  it  is  truly  religious. 
No  one  can  jiutly  call  lliis  allcelalioi; 
for  if  wc  itui.  eu  believe  these  ilmiirs,  so 


requires  of  those  who  would  be  saved 
in  Christ  for  ever.  If  we  have  the  spirit 
of  Christ;  if  we  indeed  possess  and  feel 
tlial  love  for  all  men,  which  he  so  posi¬ 
tively  requires  of  his  disciples,  we  shall 
naturally  inanitest  it  by  doing  good,  as 
we  have  opporlmfity,''  to  all  men,  and 
especially  tq  them  w’ho  are  of  the  house¬ 
hold  of  faitliV 

Finally,  brethren,  if  God  sliall  let  us 
alone  this  year  also  ;  if  through  the 
Lord’s  indulgent  goodness,  our  lives  and 
labours  shall  be  prolonged  ihrougli  ano¬ 
ther  annual  revolution  of  fleeting  time, 
let  us  jiray,  and  let  us  endeavour,  that 
w'e  may  he  more  faithful  than  in  years 
past ;  and  that  vve  may  again  meet  loge 
iher  under  brighter  circumstances  of 
peace  and  piosj)crilv.

0  tl]Q  laity.  The  treasure  of  our 


thy  of  the  highest  praise.  But  gene¬ 
rally  it  is  thought,  and  I  foai  with  too 
much  reason,  that  in  such  contributions 
we  are  much  belli  nd  others;  and  if  such 
be  the  fact,  we  must  expect  also  to  fall 
behind  in  the  increase  of  our  Ciuirches. 
If,  especially,  they  who  are  ricli  wouhi, 
vvliilsi  they  live,  or  at  least  in  their  wills, 
devote  to  the  honour  of  God  some  part 
of  the  wealth  which  he  lends  them,  it 
would  tend  to  no  evil,  and  be  produc¬ 
tive  of  very  much  good.  Their  children, : 
if  they  liave  children,  would  probably 
be  more  blessed  and  prosperous ;  they 
would,  by  such  benefactions,  judicious¬ 
ly  bestowed,  be  doing  good  in  tiiis  world 
through  years  and  centuries  after  their 
decease,  and  probably  increase  their  own 
happiness  through  eternal  ages.  Funds 
100  thus  given  lor  public  good,  and  re¬ 
ligious  use,  add  lo  the  wealth  of  the 
country,  especially  when  not  given  in 
lands  ;  they  are  generally  so  much 
wealth  saved  from  prodigality,  or  un¬ 
necessary  expense,  and  laid  up  for  the 
benefit  of  society  in  a  permanent  fund  ; 
they  aic  a  savings  bank  on  the  largest 
scale. 

11  we  desire  the  blessing  of  God  ;  if 
vve  would  sec  our  Churches  increase  in 
numbers  and  j)iety,  it  is  of  immense 
importance  that  the  forms  of  religion  be 
suitably  regarded  in  our  families.  Our 
children  should  not  only  be  carlv  dedi¬ 
cated  to  the  Lord  in  baptism;  but 
brought  up  in  ids  nurture  and  admoni¬ 
tion.  Family  prayer,  which  we  fear  is 
much  neglected,  should  be  geoerally 
performed.  They  who  have  been  bap¬ 
tized,  should  never  forget  that  the  oath 
of  God  is  upon  them  ;  and  what  mer¬ 
cies  were  sealed  to  ilieir  benefit  “  by 
the  washing  of  regeneration.”  And  they 
should  desire  above  all  things,  “  the  re¬ 
newing  of  the  Holy  Ghost.’'  By  a  se¬ 
rious  consideration  of  the  nature  of 
baptism,  through  God’s  blessing  they 
may  be  prepared  foi  confirmation, which 
should  never  be  inconsiderately  receiv¬ 
ed,  nor  loo  long  delayed.  Much  injury 
has  been  done  to  religion,  and  much 
discredit  brought  upon  our  Church,  by 
admitting,  and  even  us^ing  lo  coufirma- 
lion,  those  who  have  no  true  repentance 
or  laith,  nor  any  serious  regard  for  reli¬ 
gion.  The  ordinance  itself  which,  when 
rightly  used,  is  of  iucslimable  benefit, 
lias,  in  consequence  of  this  laxity,  “  be¬ 
come  a  hissing  and  a  bye  word.”  No 
one  need  be  told  that  confirmation  is  a 
voluntary  ratification  of  liie  baptismal 
covenant,  and  is  considered  by  the 
Cluircli  as  preparatory  to  the  Lord’s 
Sujipcr.  Of  course,  what  is  necessary 
to  qualify  adults  for  baptism  and  the 
Eucharist,  is  also  necessary  for  receiv¬ 
ing  confirmation. 

It  is  also  highly  important  to  the  ho¬ 
nour  and  prosperity  of  our  Church,  that 
they  who  come  lo  our  communion, 
should,  in  all  other  respects,  live  as 
Christians.  To  us  who  minister  in  these 
sacred  things,  it  is  painful  to  see  any, 
who  believe  that  Christ  only  is  their 
Saviour,  neglect  to  do  in  remembrance 
of  him,  what  he  commanded;  and  we 
are  induced  sometimes  to  be  very  ur¬ 
gent,  that  you  will  not  deny  yourselves 
the  inestimable  benefits  of  that  ordi- 


ihings  to  save  us,  we  must  he  strangely 
inconsistent  if  it  he  not  our  cliicf  object, 
our  greatest  desire,  lo  honour  him  ;  lo 
cnlaigo  his  kingdom,  and  magnify  liis 
mercies. 

]  am  no  advocate  for  enthusiasm;  in 
ourCliurch,  indeed, wc  are  not  likely  to 
be  much  irnuhird  with  it.  But  let  us 
not  “  put  li^ht  for  darkness,  or  good  lor 
evil  let  us  not  call  religion  enthusi¬ 
asm.  A  greater  compliment  cannot 
i  well  be  made  to  any  sect,  than  Episco- 
I  paliaps  often  make  lo  one,  in  branding 
every  thing  serious,  ardent,  and  spiritual 
in  religion  with  the  name  of  Methodism; 
it  has  had,  as  vve  might  expect,  not  a 
little  cfiect,  in  recommending  and  pro¬ 
moting  real  Methodism. 

Another  thing  which,  in  my  judgment 
will  tend  very  much  to  the  increase  of 
our  communion,  and  the  last  which  1 
shall  mention,  is  the  cultivation  of  love 
and  I'.armony  among  all  Christian  peo¬ 
ple.  In  tlic  present  slate  of  religion, 
few  things,  if  any,  are,  in  practice,  more 
difficult,  than  tlie  wise  and  just  regula¬ 
tion  ot  our  conduct  towards  the  various 
sects  ot  Christians.  We  must  lollow  af¬ 
ter  charity;  and  yet  vve  must  maintain 
truth.  There  is  scarce  one  thing  that 
can  be  named,  peculiar  to  the  Gospel 
of  Ciirist,  which  is  not  by  some,  calling 
liiemsclvcs  Christians,  rcicctcd  or  de¬ 
nied.  To  say  that  these  differences  are 
unessential,  is  virtually  saying  that  no¬ 
thing  is  essential;  that  we  may  believe 
or  disbelieve  any  thing  without  danger 
to  our  souls.  Wc  must  contend  earnest¬ 
ly  for  that  faith,  which,  according  to  our 
best  judgment,  was  delivered  to  the 
saints  by  inspiration  of  God.  At  all  pro¬ 
per  times,  and  in  every  suitable  way, 
we  must  shew  that  we  arc  not  ashametl 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ;  that  vve  glory 
in  the  saving  doctriwes  of  his  cross  ;  and 
not  the  less,  because  to  the  Jews  they 
are  a  stumbling  block,  and  to  the  wise 
men  ot  this  world  loolishness.  But  let 
us  not,  in  maintaining  the  doctrines,  de¬ 
part  from  the  spirit  of  Christianity.  The 


ally  cast  in  a  different  and  more  beaiui- 
ful  mould.  Something  of  the  old  leaven 
will  still  remain.”  Now,  vve  confess 
ourselves  to  be  exceedingly  jealous  ot 
any  disparagement  of  tlie  transforming 
influence  of  religion.  We  find  no 
qualifying  phrases  with  regard  lo  i 
employed  in  scripture.  On  the  contra 
ry,  the  very  strongest  terms  are  adopted 
to  express  the  totality  of  the  change: — 
“  If  any  man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new 
creature.”  “They  iliat  arc  Christ’s 
have  crucified  the  flesh  with  its  affections 
and  lusts.*’  Nor  do  the  affects  which 
in  many  instances  follow  the  serious 
receplioii  of  the  Gospel,  compel  us  to 
dilute  the  meaning  ot  these  expressions 
or  lo  pul  any  weaker  interpretation  to 
them  than  that  which  is  at  first  sight 
suggested.  The  once  violent  and 
sanguinary  Saul  is*  characterized  in  his 
new  state  by  a  meek  and  patient  en¬ 
durance  of  vvromrs.  Or 


transforming  energy.  It  is  true  that  re- 
igion  does  not  altogether  eradicate  the 
characteristic  features  of  the  mind  ;  that 
the  sanguine  mind  continues  lo  be  san¬ 
guine  ;  that  the  zealous  man  continues 
to  be  zealous.  But  then  it  totally  changes 
the  object  of  the  feeling  or  passion  ;  it 
makes  a  man  sanguine  in  the  pursuit  of 
holiness,  and  zealous  in  the  cause  of 
God.  In  many  instances,  also,  where  not 
only  the  object  of  the  feeling  was  wrong, 
but  the  feeling  itself  was  excessive,  both 
the  object  and  feeling  have  been 
changed.  We  could  appeal  to  some 
living  instances  where  the  old  man 
seems  lo  have  been  so  entirely  renewed 
s  lo  be  identified  oiilv  bv  the  lansruase 
ol  penitential  sorrow,  in  which  they  now 
deplore  tlicir  former  otienccs,  and  by 
the  peculiar  walcli  which  they  set 
against  their  original  habits.

In  these  parts  there  is  much  good  do¬ 
ing,  and  a  spirit  of  piety  prevails  littio 
inferior  to  that  among  you.  Many  are 
looking  seriously  forward  to  the  things 
wliicli  shall  come  to  pass ;  among  the 
Germans  this  is  truly  a  time  for  sowing 
tiic  good  seed.  'The  Lutherans  are  in 
want  of  the  preached  gospel,  and  tho 
Meniionites  are  too  vain  of  their  pious 
ancestors,  as  if  it  were  a  matter  of  course 
that  their  descendants  on  that  account 
deserved  the  name  of  Christians.  Now, 
liowevcr,  there  are  many  who  lend  an 
aiienlive  car  to  die  preaching  of  tho 
word. 

1  feel  more  joy  and  assurance  in  my 
Iicavciily  calling  ;  it  is  a  blessed  thing 
not  to  see  and  yet  believe.  The  Lord 
has  given  me  an  evident  blessing  among 
our  German  brethren,  many  of  whoso 
hearts  he  has  opened.  Pray  for  me  that 
1  may  grow  in  iailh,  and  continue  stead¬ 
fast  to  tlie  end  ;  and  not  become  sloth¬ 
ful,  carele.ss,  or  lukewarm.  1  have  now 
been  a  year  at  this  place,  w’ithout  a  pass¬ 
port.  I  am  not  looked  upon  as  a  mere 
ser\  a.u  lo  a  'Fartar,  or  I  should  have  re¬ 
ceived  a  passport.  3Iy  manner  ®f  life' 
awakens  attention,  but  I  am  easy.  Prince 
G.  and  Gen.  I.  told  me  J  might  stay,  as 
they  would  answer  for  me. 

Be  not  uneasy  respecting  what  you 
hear  from  Russia;  many  important 
events  are  occurring  in  this  empire,  even 
within  my  own  experience.  Almost 
insurmountable  obstacles  are  to  be  over¬ 
come  bva  Christian  ainons;  Musselmen. 
No  idea  can  be  formed  by  a  person  who 
has  but  a  superficial  acquaintance  with 
the  doctrines  of  Islamism,  of  the  fanati¬ 
cism,  ignorance,  and  pride,  as  well 
peculiar  manners  of  the  Tartars. 

I  siiould  soon  have  left  Ali  and  gone 
to  live  with  another  Tartar,  if  he  had 
not  altered  his  conduct  towards  his  wife 
Tasche,  whom  he  used  to  beat  cruelly. 
1  remonstrated  and  reasoned,  but  he  told 
me  that  the  Koran  commanded  the  men 
to  beat  their  wives,  and  that  he  had 
bought  his  wife.  1  endeavoured  to  give 
him  correct  ideas  on  the  subject,  bat  in 
vain.  I  then  declared  that  1  would  not 
stay  with  him  if  he  treated  Ijrs  wile  so 
barbarously.  At  his  request,  however, 
I  have  remained  till  now,  and  lie  has  not 
beat  his  wife  since  our  conversation.  My 
health  is  excellent,  notwithstanding  my 
diet  consists  of  tli€  flesh  of  dead  or  dis¬ 
eased  horses.  Labour  sweetens  every 
thing,  and  gives  an  appetite  even  tolhe 


with  the  applause  of  heaven,  and  to 
constitute  a  part  of  his  present  joy,  he 
will  not  regret  to  see  this  monument 
erected  to  signalize  tlie  triumphs  ot  the 
Spirit  of  God  in  his  own  person,  and  to 
animate  his  successors  in  the  bailie  in 
wliich  he  fought  and  conquered.  Nor  do 
we  believe  tliat  his  case  is  singular.  M  e 
are  at  all  events  confulcnt  it  ought  lo  be 
less  singular,  and  that  this  history  of  an 
individual  ought  to  be  the  h'rstory  of  the 
church.

The  Celestial  Lu¬ 
minaries  w’ith  the  fear,  and  the  Terres¬ 
trial  luminary  “  with  the  hope  of  change 
perplexing  mortals.”  A  victory  has 
been  gained  over  the  foul  I'lend  had 
luck,  and  the  event  is  hailed  witli  slnauls 
and  illuminations.

Owen’s  plans;  while  approving  of  part  of  the 
system,  lie  totally  coiulemiiecl  the  religious  and 
moral  eilect  other  p'ii  ts  would  have  on  the  coni- 
nninity.  New  l.un.ark,  established  by  Mr.  Ow’- 
en’s  fathep-in-law,  Mr.  Dale,  had  flcu’irished  be- 
cuitsc  it  icas  bottomed  ou  religion.  Mr.  O  wen’s  plan 
was  one  id  theory  ;  it  did  not  possess  that  litc- 
glving  prineiple,  which  could  tend  to  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  crime.  M  hat  would  be  done  with  the 
surplus  of  commodity,  and  the  surplus  of  the 
earth  thus  created,  when,  according  to  this  sys¬ 
tem,  all  the  villages  over  the  country  would  pos¬ 
sess  a  similar  surplus  ?  Every  village  was  to  have 
not  only  sufficient,  but  was  also  to  possess  a  sur¬ 
plus;  and  in  this  case,  he  could  not  see  what  w  as 
to  be  done  with  it.  If  tliis  was  to  be  considered 
as  common  property,  what  was  to  become  of  the 
individual  exertions  of  a  man  for  the  support  of 
his  family  and  the  adtanccmenl  of  himself. — 
They  were  to  want  for  nothing;  the  surplus  was 
to  be  placed  in  store  houses  as  a  common  stock.

The  conqueror  is  admired  and  envi¬ 
ed,  while  the  hilled  and  me  trounded 
are  forsouen.  \  et  it  wc  casi  our  ex  es 
towards  the  Lottery  Offlccs, — those 
fields  of  Battle, — xvc  shall  see  many 
limping  away  with  an  “  ugly  viznomv.”

salvation,  by  industry  and  frugality, 
they  are  generally  content  to  take 
’diings  as  they  find  them  ;  ami  hope 
“one  of  these  days  something  or  other 
xvill  turn  up.”  Many  persons  biiv 
tickets  xvho  xvould  be  ashamed  to  bo

Extemporary  iircacliiiig  appears  to  li.ive 
hceii  common  in  and  before  the  jlays  of 
I.ullier,  so  that  (be  usual  way  of  piving  to 
the  public  the  stibject  of  a  discourse,  was 
from  notes  taken  by  one  of  the  hearers 
Eiasm.  Ep.  Lib.  xvii.  Ep.  21.  On  the  ti¬ 
tle  pages  ol  inany  ecliiionsof  the  discourses 
of  popular  jireacbers,  before  and  about 
the  lime  of  Erasmus,  tiiere  is  a  piint  uf  a 
ronpregation  assembled,  with  a  person 
haranpuing  them,  and  there  is  always  a 
clerk  at  the  foot  of  the  desk  with  a  book 
and  a  pen  in  bis  hand.  Indeed  many  of 
those  sermons  were  published  by  the  No 
tariis,  as  they  were  called.  Savonarola’s 
sermons,  many  of  Luther's  discourses  and 
commentaries,  (that  of  the  Galatians  in 
particular,)  were  prepared  for  tlie  press  by 
those  persons.

By  “  Scripture”  in  this  passage,  ll 
nposUe  probably  bad  reference  lo  tho 
writings  which  are  contained  in  the  O 
Testament;  which  were  commenced  [ 
Moses,  for  the  use  of  the  Church  ;  ar 
concluded  by  Malachi,  the  last  of  tl 
prophets.  That  these  Scriptures  wei 
o-iven  “  by  inspiration  of  God,”  is  abin 
dantly  evident,  from  the  testimony  i 
OU'"  Lord  and  his  apostles.  St.  Pai 
T  ts  it  in  the  text.  “  Search  tli 


.S'  I  qitures,”  was  the  command  ofChri: 
to  the  Jews.  “  for,”  it  is  added,  “in  ihet 
.  0  think  yc  have  eternal  life,  and  llics 
are  they  which  testify"  of  me.”  An 
St.  Paul  avers,  “  Prophecy  came  not  i 
old  times  by  the  vvill  of  man  ;  but  hoi 
men  of  God,  spake  as  they  were  move 
oy  the  Holy  Ghost.” 

That  tlie  New  Testament  Scripture 
•.vere  also  written  under  the  inspiratio 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  if  not  expressly  as 
serted,  is  plainly  implied.  The  autlior 
.  jf  it  were  all  the  apostles  or  followei 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  unto  vvhor 
je  promised  that  the  Holy  Spirit  shoul 
“abide  with  them  for  ever  ;”  that  h 
should  “  teach  them  all  things;”  “  an 
bring  ail  things  to  their  remembrnne 
whatsoever  he  had  said  unto  tliern.”- 
St.  Paul  who  did  not  enjoy  the  sam 
advantages  as  the  rest,  in  attending  upo 
ihe  personal  ministry  of  Christ,  lest  ihi 
circumstance  might  lessen  his  useful 
ness,  and  induce  some  to  doubt  the  au 
thority  by"  which  he  spoke,  thus  justifie 
himself  to  the  Galatians,  “  I  certify  yot 
brethren,  that  the  Gospel  which  vva: 
preached  of  me,  is  not  after  man  ;  for  i 
neither  received  it  of  man,  neither  vva; 
I  taught  it,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesu: 
Christ.”  Besides  the  apostles  often  af 
firm,  that  they  were  under  the  ertraor 
dinary  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
that  they  had  the  mind  of  Christ ;  tha 
their  doctrine  was  the  word  of  God,  anc 
of  Christ  ;  the  commandment  of  God 
and  oj  the  Lord  ;  the  ivisdom  of  God. 
revealed  to  them  by  his  Spirit;  ivordi 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  had  taught  them;
